doth he {ce in this,which is his proper clement! Thercis no bodily ching 
bucthe brutecreatures {ce as welas he;und {om of them becter.As for his 
eyc of reafon, how. dim isitinthole things which arebeft ficced tot! 
what one thing is therein nature, which he doth perfe@ly know ¢ what 
herb,or flower,or worm that he creadson, is there whofe truce cflence he

fterics of godlineffc, becaule hee vecerly wants che eye of faith. T hough 
my infightinto matters of che world befothallow, that my fimplicitie 
mooueth pitie,or maketh {port vnto otherssit (hall bee my contencmenc 
and happines, chat E fee further intobecrer matters. That, which I fee} . 
not, is worthleffe sand deferues little becter chan contempt: that, which 
I {ee, is vnfpeakeable,ineftimable, for comfort, for glory.

It would haue 
made you.to pitty, laugh,difdam (Iknowe not which morc) rofe by 
what cuniing fleights & faire pretencesthat weak {exe was fetchtintoa 
wilful bondage “and (if thofe two can agrec) willingly confirained 
to ferue a mater whom they muft & cannot obey : Whom they neither 
may forfake for their vow,norcan plcafe for their frailty. W hat followes 
hence? Late forrow,fecret mifchiefe, mifery irremediable. Their for- 
wardnes,for. wil-worfhip;fhall condemne ourcoldnes fortruth. 

I talked chere(in more boldneffe,perhaps then wifdom) with Cofferus 
a famous Jefuit ; an old man, more teafty then fubrie, and moreablero 
wrangle then fatisfie. Our difcourfe was long & rouing;& on his parc ful 
both of words& vehemency. He fpake asat home;] asa ftranger:ycr fo, 
as hefaw me modeftly peremptory. The particulars wold {wel my Let- 
ter too much : It is enough, thatthe Truth loftleffe then! gained. At 
Gaunt (a City that commaunds reuerence forage, and wonder for 
the greatneffe) wee fell vpon a Cappucine nouice, which wept bitter- 
ly , becaufe he was not allowed to be miferable. His head had now felc 
the razor, his backe the rodde : all that Laconicall di(ciptine pleafed 
him well ; which another, being condemned to, wouldiufily accounta 
tormént. . What hindred then ? Piety, cohis mother, would nor per- 
mitthis which hethought piety to God : Hee could not be a willing 
begger, vnieffe his mother muft begge vnwillingly.

victorious Triumph ; the cruell Officer enuying his laft mirth , and 
grieving to fee him merrier then his tormentors, commaunded him f1- 
lence: Hec fings ftil, as deftrous coimprooue his laft breath to the beft. 


| The view of his approaching glory, bred his ioy ; his ioy breakes 


forth into a cheerefull confesfion : The enraged Sheriffe caufes his 
tongue, drawen foorth to the length, tobe cut off neere the rootes. 
Bloudy wretch ! Ic had becn good Mufick to haue heard his threeks: but, 
to hear his Mufick was torment.

Perhaps, it would be more proper to fay, that GOD 
workes chele miracles by Satan: for,asin the naturall & voluntary mo- 
tions of wicked men 3 foin the fupernatural a&s of euill {pirits(as they 
areaéts) thercismorethena meere permisfion. Satan, by his rempeft, 
bereaues Job of his children : yet Jo, looking higher, fayth The Lord 
hath taken. No fophiftriecan elude this proofe of Mo/es; thata Prophet 
or dreamer may giue a true figne or wonder , and yet fay Let vs goe af- 
ter firange Gods : nor that of our Saviour, who foretels of falfe Chrifts, 
falfe Prophets that hall gine onudiee ueyoro ut Tepole; fignes and won- 
ders,and thofe great. Therearefome too great, J grant, for the hand of 
allinfernall powers :by which, our Saviour inuincibly proues the cruth 
of his deity : Thefe neuer graced falfhood, neither admit any precedent 
from our times. As to thereft fo frequent and common; for me, I could 
not believe the Church of Rome were Antichriftian,ific had not boafted 
of thefe wonders. All the knotlyes then, in the application of thisto 
Rome, and our imaginary Lady : How hall ic appeate,, thac their mira- 
cles are of chis kinde? Ludouicus Vines giues {ixc notes to diftinguith Gods 
miracles, from Satans 3 Lipfius three : Both ofthem coo many, as might 
eafily bedifcouered by diicufsing of particulars. It is not fo much che 
greatnefie of che worke, not the belecfe of wicnefles, not the qualitie 
nor manner of che aCtion, nor truth of effence, that can de(crie theim- 
mediate hand which worketh in our miracles. T hataloneis the trucand 
golden rule,which Ju/fis Martyr (if at leaft that booke be his) prefcribes 
inhis Questions and Anfweres ; How thall ic be knowen that our mira- 
cles are becter then the Heathens, alchough the eucne countenance 
both alike ¢ Re/p. Ex fide dy culeu veri dei : Miracles muft be iudged 
by the do&rine which they confirme; not the do@rine, by the mira- 
cles. The dreamer, or prophet, mult be efteemed,nor by the cuent of his 
wonder 3 but by the fubftance and {cope of his teaching. The Roma-

No man euer held chat 
the foule was aduantaged by torment. Comfort you therefore in chis; 
you fhall know and bee knowne. But farre be from hence all carnall and 
earthly choughts; as if your affeCtions fhould be (as belowe) doubled 
to your wife or child. Nacure hath no place in glory: here is no refpect 
of blood, none of mariage. This groffer acquaintance and pleafure is 
forthe Paradife of T urkes, notthe Heauen of Chriftians. Here is, as no 
mariage, (faue betwixt the Lambeand his Sponfe the Church) fo no 
matrimoniall affections : You fhall reioyce in your glorified childe;

Inche tactions of fome great riualls of honor, hee 
holds himfelfeina free neutrality, accounting it fafer in vniult frayes to 
looke on, than to ftrikc;and if necesfitie of occalion willncedswinde him 
into the quarrell, hee chufes noc the ftronger part, but the better  re- 
foluing rather co fal! wich innocenceand trath, than to ftand with powr- 
falliniaftice, In the changesof tauours and frownes hec changeth not ; 
his fincere honefty beares him chorow allalcerations,with wife boldnes, 
if not with fuccefle : and wheh hee {pies cloudsin theeyesot his Prince 
( which yerof long hee will not feemceto fee) his cleere heart giues him 
acleere face sand if hee may beeadmitted , his loyall breath thall foone 
difpell thofe vapors of ill fuggeftion: but if after allattcempts of winde 
and Sunne he fees them fertled,and the mightof hisaccufers will not lee 
him feeme as he is; hee gives way in filence, without ftomach,and waits 
vpon Time.

one that {ecks his Prince, not himfelfe 3 and fudies more to deferue 
than rife, {corning either to grow great by hisowne bribes, orrich by 
the bribes of others. His officious filence’ craues more chan ‘others 
words; and if thaclanguagebcenot heard, nor vnderftood, hee opens 
his mouth, yet laceand {paringlie; without bafhfulneffe, without im- 
portunity ;caring oncly comotion , not caring to plead. Hee is affable 
andcurtcous; not vainly popular, abafing his Princes fauour to wooe 
the worthleffe applau(c of the vulgar ; approouing by his aGiong that 
bee feckcsone , mor many ; ifnot racher, onein many. His Alphabet is 
his Princes difpofitions which once learned , hee plies with diligenr fer- 
vice , not with flaccerie ; not commending every a@tion as good, nor 
the beft coo. much & in prefence.W hen he findsan apparencgrowth of 
fauour,he dares not glory in itto others,left he fhould folicit cheir enuie, . 
& hazard che hhame of his owne fal;butinioysicin quiet thankfulacsnoe 
neglecting it, nor drawing it on too faft : Ouermuch forwardnesargues 
ho perpetuitie. How oft haueweeknowne the weake beginningsof a 
likely fire (catcered with ouerftronga blaft?And if another rife higher [he 
enuieth not;onely emulating that mans merit,& fufpeQing hisown.Nei- 
ther che name of the Court, nor the grace of a Prince,nor applaufe of his 
inferiours,can lift him aboue him({cif,or lead him co affe& any other chan 
a wile mediocrity.His owne fincerity cannot make him over-credulous. 
They are fewe & well tried, whom hee dares vfesor perhaps obliged by 
bis own fauours:{0.in all imploy ments of friendhhip he is wary wichouc 
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luhicion, and without credulicie charitable. Hee istree,as of hearé , toof 
tongue, to {peakewhac heoughr, noc whac hemight: neuer buc(what 
Princes earcs are not alwaiesinured to)meere Truth: yet thar, tempred 
forthe meafure,& time, with honeft difcretid. But if he meet with ought 
that mig he be bencficial co his mafter,or the ftate,or whole conceaicment 
might proue preiudiciall to either, neither teare nor gain can Rop his 
mouth. He is not bafely querulous,not forward to{pend his complaints 
onthe dilgraced, notabiding to build his own fauors vpon the vniuft 
tuinsof an oppreffed fortune. The errours of his fcllowes he reports 
with fauour ; their vertues with aduantage. Hee is a good husband of 
hishoures ; equally detefting idlenefle and bale difports; and placing all 
hisfrec time vpon ingenuous ftudics, or generous delights; {uch as may 
make cither his body,or minde,more fit for noble feruice.He lifteth not 
tocome to coumfell vncalled,nor vabidden to intermeddle with {ecrets, 
whether of perfon, or ftate ; which yetonceimpoicd, hee managcth, 
whith {ach fideliteand wifdome, as well argue him ro hauerctrained, 
hot oucof feare, buciudgemenr, Hec knowes howto repay an iniuric 
wich thankes ,anda benefit with v{urie ; cheoncout of a wile patience 
without malicious clofeneflesthe other out ofa bountious thanklulnels. 
His life is hisowne willing fcruant,and his Princes free vatfall; which he 
accounts lentcohim , chat hee may giue it for his mafter: the interccp- 
ting of whofe harmes hee holds both his duty , and honour: and whe- 
ther hebe vfedashis{word, or histhield , heedoth both with cheere- 
fuincfle. He can fo demeanc himfelfe in his officious attendance, that he 
equally avoids fatiety and oblivion s notnecdlefly lauith of himf{clfe,to 
Cer out and fhewbis partsal waies acthe higheft s nor wilfully concealed 
in greacoccafions. He loues to deferue and tohaue friends, but totruft 
rather to his owne vertue.Reafon and honeftie (next vnder religion ) are 
his Counfcllers:which hee followcs without care of the event, not with- 
ouc forefight. Ina iudgement of vnkindneffe and enuie, bee never cafts 
the firft ftone,and hates to picke thanks by detra€tion. Hee vndertakes 
none but worthy futes,fuch as are free from bafenefle and iniuftice; fuch 
as is neither fhame to aske, nor difhonortogrant ; noi fuffring private 
affeCtions to ouer-weigh publiqueequitic or conucnience ; and better 
brooking a friends want,thanan il precedent;& thofe which he yceldeth 
toaccept,heloues nor tolinger in an afflicting hope:a prefent an{wer thal 
difpatch the feares or defiresof bisexpecting client. His breft is not a 
cifterne toretaine, butas aconduit-pipe, tovent the reafonable and 
honeft petitions of his friend. Finally, hee fo liues, as one that accounts 
not Princes favours hercditari¢ ; asone that will deferue their perpe- 
tuitie, but doubre their changes as onc that knowes there is a wide world 
befidethe Court,and aboue this world an heauen.

The Church of 
Rome diftribuced the facramentall Bread : the Church of Alex- 
andria permitted the people to take ic : che Churches of Affticke 
and Rome , mixed their holy wine with water ; ochercolderregions 
dranke it pure. Some kneeled in their prayers, others fell proftrate ; 
and fome lifted vp cies, hands, feet cowards heauen : fome kept their 
Eafter according to the Tewith vfe the fouretecnth of March ; the 
French (as Wécepborus ) che cight of the Calends of Aprill, in afer 
folemnity : the Church of Rome the Sunday after the fourteench 
Moone ; which yet(as Socrates truly writes) was neuer reftrained by any 
Gofpell,by any Apoftle. That Romith Vidor overcame the ocher world 
in this pointt;with coo much rigour;whofecenture therfore 8f the A fian 
Churches was iuftly cenfured by Jrenaue. What fhould I{peake of cheir

CT ifpicafe,and neglect our felues, cillit may pleafe vs? Let me not aske 
whether youraffc@ions beeftranged, but wherefore ? Diuiniticis a mi- 
fErefle worthy your feruice: All other Arts are but drudges to her a- 
Lonc: Fooles may contemne her, who cannot iudge of truc intelleQuall 
Eocaury : butcif they had our eyes, they could not but be rauifhed with 
za. dmirarcion. You haue learncd (I hope) tocontemne their contempt, 
nnd co pittic iniurious ignorance. She hath chofen you as a worthy cli- 
cnr; yca a Favorite; and hath honoured you wich her commands, and 
Fher acceprations; who but you would pleade ftrangenefleof affeQion ?

To laya 
new foundation, doth neceffarily tubuert the olde: yet fee this further 
actually done in particulars: wherein yet this diflin@ion may cleare 
the way: The foundation is ouerthrowne two wayes ; cither in flat 
tearms, when a maine principle of Faich is abfolutely denied: asthe 
deity and confubftantiality of the Son by Arrivs, the Trinity of per- 
fonsby Sabellius & Seruetus, the refurre&ion of the body by, Aimeneus 
and Philetws, the laft ludgement by Saint Peters Mockers; Or fecond- 
ly, by confequent; when any opinion is maintained, which by iuft {e- 
quell over-turneth the truch of that principle, which the defendant pro- 
effes to holde ; yet fo, as he will not granc the necesfity of that deduc- 
tion :fo che Ancient 2G#a7, of whom Jerem(peaketh, while they vrged 
Circumcifion,by confequent according to Pasls rule, rcicted Chrift : 
fo the Pelagians, while chey defended a full perfe&tion of our righteout- 
nes in our felues, ouerthrew Chrifts iuftification: and in effed faide, J 
beleeue in Chrift, and in my felfe : {o fome Vbiquitaries while they hold the 
posfibilicy of checonuerfion, and faluation of reprobates, ouerchrowe 
the Do&rine of Gods eternall decree,and immutabiliry.

uiceto God and his Church ? No zeal for Gods glory ? Who hath 
beenein our harts cofeethis ¢ Whodare vfurp vpon God , and con- 
demn our thoughts?

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man haue praife of God. If then wee haue both ability and will to 
do publick good : our inward calling ( which is the mayne poync) 
is good and perfe& ; for the ourward, what want wee ? Are wee not 
firft (after good trial) prefented and approued by che learned, in our 
Colled ges : examined by our church-gouernors , ordain’d byimpo-.

dogmaticall Doétours which ftood for fupererogation, and eraditions 
aboue Lawe, were called ( Persu/thim) Pharifes; teparate from the o- 
ther in tri iudegement, in fuperfluous holineffe: Thefeas they were 
the brood of chole ( Chafidim) whome we finde firft mentioned in the 


| Machabees by thecorruptname of Afideans ; {0 from them againe, ina 


fecond tuccefsion proceeded (as their more refined iffue) che Effens, 
both Collegiate and Ererniticalt: Thefe Paarifes then, werea fraternity 


lor Colledge of extraordinarie deuotion ; whofe rule was Tradition, 
| whole praétife voluncarie aufterenefle : ‘To them the Scribes ioyned: 


them{clues, as che purer Tewes; for-Paat catls them [ enerSescciw aigtow) 
the moft exquifite fect; yea,and as ( Jofephus) chebeft expolicors; wil-. 
lingly expounding the Law according to their Traditions: and counte- 


nancing their Traditions by the forcéd fenfes of the Lawe. Both which 


profelsions were- greatly inlargedand graced, by ewo famous Doéters, 
Sammai & Hillel (whom ome, though falfely, would haue the founders 
of chem ).noc long before Chrifts time; for‘old Atle! of a 1 20. yeares, 
protracted his dayesby likely computation, to ten yeares after Chrifts 
birch. How Hiereme fecchech their names wich. more wittincfle, rhan 
probabilitie, from Di/Spising and ‘Profaning the Lawe ; and whar 
bickerings and deadly quarrells were euen amongft themfelues inthole 
two famous houfes; and whac werethe foure expofitions of the Lawe 
which they followed, I-lif¥nor now ta difcourfe. T heir imployment 
was, expounding the Laweand vrging Traditions; therefore their au- 
ditors had: wont to fay, when they called one another to Church:(as 
'S. Hier. tells vs)-[ cooper Aevfegaot] The wife, that is, che Pharifes, ex- 
pound to day. Whence perhaps, that may bee interpreted of S. Pasito 
the Corinths, Where is the wife ? uvhere is the Sribe ? So did the Scribes 
coo; bucthe difference was, that the Scribes were more Textual; che Pha- 
rifes more T raditionall : therefore obferue,that the Scribe findes faute 
with the fulpicion of blafphemie; the Pharife, with vnwathen hands: 
the Scribes (their Do&ours) exceld for learning, the Phars/es for pictie. 
their attire was the fame, aad cheir fathions : but the Pharifes had { wou- 
Teas uciEss ] more [ways and weremore {tri& and Cappucine-like ; pro- 
felled more yeares continency ;and in a worde, tooke more paines to 


goe co hell. T hefe did fo carrieaway the hearts of the Icwes, thac there | 


was no holy man, which was noc tearmeda Phurife; and therefore a- 
mong the {eauen kindes of Pharifes in their Talwad, they make éra- 
hama Pharife of Lowe; lob a Pharife of: Feare. And if from the men. 
you caft your eyesvpon their righteoufhes, you cannot but wonder ar 


che curiofitie of their zeale. VVherein look (I be(cech you) firftartheir | 


deuotion , then their holy cariage, laftly their ftri& obferuation of 

the Lawe. re er re | 
Such was their deuotiori, that they praied [cuvexae] as a Fatherfaith, 

oft and long: thrife a day was ordinarie; atnine, twelue, and threea

heir very difciples were caught. (to fhame vs Chriftians ) if they 
had forgottento giue thankes, torecurne from the field co rhe boord to 
tay grace. For diuine {eruice; the Decalogue mult bee read once aday 
of cuery man; the Scribes fay the firft watch; the Pharifes, any houre of 
che nighec: Ochers, twice; without moouing cye, hand, foor, ina clean 
place, free from any excrement, and fout cubits diftanc from any fepul- 
cher. Forfafting, they did it twicea'wecke; nox Popiftly (which Wic- 
kléffc-iuftly calles Foole-fafting ) but in carnefts on Mondayand T hurt- 
day. Befides {to omit cheir almes, which were eucry way proportiona- 
blero thereft}whac milcrable pentince did they wilfully ? they bear their 
heads againft the walls, as chey wenr, till blood came: whence once of 
their {eaten Prarifes is called ( Kizai) a Pharife-draw-blood: they put 
thornes in theit skirts ; to'fting them{elues’; ‘they ‘lay , om planks, on 
ftones, onchornés: and Banus chat Heremiticall Pharsfedtench: bim- 
(elfeoft, night'and day in colde water [secs a yreicey] for chastilie, or (it 
you reade it wichout an ‘alpiration ) ‘ie fignifies for follie rather : what 
could that apith and Rig maticall Friar haue done either more or wor'e? 
This was their devotion. The holineffe of their cariage was fuch, chat 
they avoided every thing that imtghc-carrie -any doubt of pollution ; 
they wouldnot therefore conuerle with any different religion ; and this 
law went currancamongftthem :' He that eats a Samaritans bread, be as he 
that eates [wines-fleh: Av Hebrew: midwife might not help a ‘Gentile; 
not bookes, net waxe, not incénfe’ might béc fold to them. Yea, no 
familiaritic might be fuffred with cheir owne vulgar. For whereds there 
were three rankes atnong the Iewes; the wile, ( thofe werethe Phari- 
(es) their Difcipics, and the pepulué terra (as they ‘called them) chis 
was onc of the fixcteprochesto a nouice of the Pharifes, To catdwith 
the vulgar fort: and \eft (when they had beene abroad) they fhould 
haue beene toucht by any, contrarie co the warning of their phylaéte- 
ries, they {coure themfelucsac their returne; and cate not vnicflethey 
haue wathe [ovyun] tharis, accurately , as the Syriac; oft, as Eraf- 
mus or with the grip’c filt, as Beza following Hierome. And not with 
every water ( markethenicenefle) but with that onely which they had 
drawne vp with their owne labour: and to make vppe the meature of 
their pretended fan&imonic, they vowed continenencie, not perperu- 
all (asour Romanifts vrgc) butforeight orten yeares. Thus they did 
vnbidden. How ftrictly did they perform what was enioyned?nomen 
fo exa& in cheir tithes, J pay tithes of all, faich the boafting Pharife: 
Of all (as 4 great Doctour noteth) it was more than henceded: God 
would hauea Sabbath kepr; they oucr-keepe it. They would not ou 
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a burning, not knock on a Table to ttillachilde; what thould { note 


more? not rub or {cratch in publike. God commands them to weare | 


( Totsphoth) phylacteries : they doe (which our Saviour reproues) [ wre: 
Tivuv | enlarge them : & the(c mult be written with right lines in a whole 
parchment of the hide of a cleane beaft. God commands tocelebrate 
and roftethe Pafleoues; they wil haue it done (in an excefleof care) not 
with an iron buca woodden {pit, & curioufly chufc tke wood of Pome- 
pranates God commanded toauoid Idolatrie ; they taught their Difci- 
ples, if an image were in the way, to fetch about fome other; if they 
mutt necdes goe that way, torun: and ifachorne fhould light in their 
foot (neere the place) not cokneele,but fic down to pull it out, Ie they 
fhould feem to giue it reuerence. I wearie you with thefe Iewith niceties. 
Confider then how devour, how liberall, how continenr,how true dea- 
ling, how zealous, how f{crupulous, how auftere thefe men were, and 
(ce if it be not a wonder, that our Sauiour thus brandeth them; Excepe 
your righteou/ne(fe exceed the righteou{neffe of the Scribes and Pharifes, yee 
[ball not enter into the kingdome of Heauen: Tharis, If yourdoétrine bee 
not more righteous, you fhall not becnired of the Church; if your ho- 
linefle bee not more perfc&, you fhall not enter into heauen : beholde, 
Gods kingdome below and aboucis fhut vpon them. 

The poore Iewes were fo befotred with the admiration of thefe two, 
that they would haue thought if but two men muft goe to heaven, 
the one fhould bea Scribe, the othera Pharife. What ftrange news was 
this from him chat kept the keyes of Dasid, chat neither of chem thould 
come there? It was not the perfon of chefeymen, not their learning ,not 


wit, not eloquence, not honour they admired fo much, but their righ«| 


ceoulneffe: and lo nothing buctheir righteou(nefie is cenfured : Herein 
they fcemed to exceed all men: herein all chat would be faued muft ex- 
ceedethem. Doe but think how che amazed multitude ftared vpon our 
Sauiour, whenthey beard this Paradox. Exceed the Pharifes in righ+ 
ceoufnes ? Ie were much foran Angel from Heaven. What fhall the poor 
fonsof the earth doe, if thefe worchies be turned away witha repulfe ? 
yea perhaps, your {clues, all chat heare mce this day, receiue this noe 
without aftonifhment and feare, whiles your confciences —- com- 
paring your holines with cheirs, find ittocome as much fhort of theirs, 
as theirs of perfeQion. And would to God you could feare more, and be 
morcamazed with this comparifon ; for (to fet you forward) muft we 
excecd them, orellé not bé faued ? If welet them exceed vs, what hope, 
what pofsibilitic is there of our faluation ? Ere wee therefore fhew how 
farre we muft goe before them, looke backe with me (I befeech you) a

Before all grace ? what before the grace of preuention ? Ic were well, 
the Cardinall would fer forth fome better Recognitions. Now, then; 
God doth not preuent vs ( as 4% /fen faid of olde) that wee mighr will, 
but we prevent God, becaule wee will : Bur, leaft chis fhould feeme too 
erofie; This liberty istyedvp;and is alrogether in the fame ftate, as 
| the faculty of fecing, when a fenfible {pecies is abfent; we can frecly 


{ce, while che obieét is ablent;we can freely will,in che ablenccof grace. 


Lcc Bellarmine now tell me: are we any whit more free toecuill, then he 
faines vsto good ? Did cuer Pelagéus doce thus much? We can will euills 
bu yet valeffe ic bedetermin’d ( vnder fome falfe femblance) by the 
verdi& of our praGicall iudgement, wee will it noc: But if wee fhoutd 
yeeld him thus much ; What kelp is this, thatGod giuesvs ? To pre- 
vent, in{pire, excice,and help, is of God; co incline the will isof our 
felues: How are wee aot now more beholden to our felucs, chent 

God ? Whar is this, bucrhat Pelagian conceit , fo oft condemned by 
Auguftine, {o to {eparate frec-will from grace, as if withoutit we could 
doc, or thinkeany thing anfwerable to the will of God. That weare a- 
ble by the power of our will ro auoid fins; that wee can overcome the 
flighter motions of tencatid,as Bellarsine (peaksschat we can keep Gods 
commandements,as Scotué and Durandus; chat we canreie& or receive 
che in{piration of the {piric, as the Tridentine Fathers ; That wee can 
_| dilpote our felues to che receiuing of grace,as Thomas and Suarez; that 
we doe naturally cooperace with grace, and make-our conucrfion ef- 
fetuall,as Tapperus; what isic elfe but co fteale glory from God; thar 
we may prankevp this carrion-nature of ours ? Yet it was modeftly 
done of Tiberius, who of thofe many buildings which he tepay ted, and 
perfected, challenged not one ro himfelfe, but gaue them fill che names 
of thofe men, by whom they were begun co bee builc: Bur, chefe men 


challenge the whole houfe, when as they haue not laide,fo muchas one 


tilevponthe roofe. Far be this fhamefull facriledge from vs, when that 
truely-iealous God challenges to himfetfe, To’ work in vs boch the will 
and the decd; yea that wee can will to belecue is his worke as dajlen 
rightly {peakes : See then he doth not excite, but worke in vs; (évegyei):

Whocan 
endurea peece of new cloth to bee patched vntoan olde garment? Or 
what can follow hence, but chat the rent fhould be worle ? Whocana- 
bide, chacagainft che faichfull informacion of the Hebrewes, againft the 
clecre Teftimonies of Melste,Cyrill, Athanafius, Origen, Hilary, Hierom, 
Ruffinus, Naxianzen, again theirowne Doors both of the middle, 
and lateft age, {ixe whole books, thould, by their father-hoodsof Trent, 
be vnder paine of a curfe , imperioufly obtruded vpon God, and his 
Church ?

Thow migheft haue made all the world perfe& in an inftant, bur] 
thou woldft not. That wilt which cauted thee co create, isteafon enough 
why chou diddeft chus create. How fhould we deliberate in our a@ti- 
ons, which are fo fabie&roimperfection ? fince ic pleafed thine infinite 
perfection (nor out of necde) to take Icalure. Neicher did thy wif- 
dome hcerein proceede in time onely , but in degrecs: Ac firft thou 
madeft nothing ablolute; firft chou madeft things which fhould haue 
being wichout life; then thofe which fhould haue life and being; laftly, 
chole which haue being, life, reafon: So we our {elues in the ordinarie 


reafon afterwards. That inftane wherein the heauen and the earth were 
created in their rude matter, there was neither day norlighe, but pre- 
fently chou madeftborh light and day. Whiles we haue this example of 
thine, how. vainely-doe we hope to be perfect at once? Iris well for vs, 
if through many degrees we canrife co our confummation. s 


But (alas) what was che very heauen ic felfe without light? how 
confuled ? how formeleffe? like to a goodly body withouta (oule, like a 
foule without thee. Thou art light, and in thee is no darknefle. Oh 
how incomprehenfibly glorious is the light that is in thee, fince one 
glimpfe of this created light, gaue fo liuely a glory to all thy worke- 
manthippe! This, eucn the brite creatures .can behold; That, noc the 
vety Angles. That thincs forth onely to the other fupreame worlde of 
immortalitie; this to the bafeft pare of thy creation. There is one 
caufe of our darkneffe on earth, and of the veter: darkneffe in hell; 
the reftraint of thy light. Shine thou O God, into the vaftcomers of my 
foule,andin thy light I thall fee light. 







But whence, O God, was that firft light ? che Sunne was not made 
cill che fourth day slight che firft.

Thou fhalc be our Sunne; chy prefence thall 
be our light: Light isfowen for the righteous. This Sunneand light is|

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bur forthe world below it felfe ; chine onely for aboue. Thou giueft 


this light to the Sunne, which the Sunne giues to the world: Thar 
light which chou fhale once give vs, fhall make vs fhine like the Sunne 
m glory. | 


_ Now this light which for three dayes wasthus difperfed rhorow 
the whole heauens, ic pleafcd theeat laft to gather and vnice into one 
body of the Sunne. ‘The whole heauen was our Sunne, before the Sun 
was created: but now one ftarre muft be the Treafury of light tothe 
hcaucn and earth. How thou loucft the vnion and reduGion of all 
things of onc kinde to thcir owne head and centre : fo the waters muft 
by chy command be gathered into one place, the fea3fo che vpper wa- 
ters mult be feuered by thefe acry limits from the lower : fobcauy fub- 
ftances haften downeward,and light mount vp: fothe generall light

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That which was the firft occafion of finne, was the occafion of the 
increafe of fiane: A woman feduced dens, women betray thefe fonnes 
of God: the beauty of the apple betrayed the woman, the beauty of 
thefe women betrayd this holy feed : Ewe {aw and lufted, fo did they, 
chis alfo was a forbidden fruit, they lufted,tafted, finned, died ; the moft 
fins begin at che eyes, by them commonly Satan creepes into the heart: 

“that foule can neuer be in fatery chat bach not couenanted with his cyes. 


God needed nor have giuen thefe men any warning of his iudge- 
ments they gaue him no warning of their finnes, no refpite: yet that 
God might approue his mercies to the very wicked; he giues them an 
hundred and cwentie yeares refpite of repenting : how loath is God to 
ftrike, thatchreats fo long! Hee chat delights in rcuenge, futprifes his 
aduerfarie, whereas hethat giues long warnings defiresto be preuenicd : 
if we were not wilfull, wee fhould neuer {mart. 


Neither doth he giue chem time onely, buc a faithfull teacher. Icis an 
happy ching when hee chat ceacheth others is righteous; Noahs hand 
taught them as much as histongue. His bufineffe in building the Ark 
wasa reall fermorico the world, wherein at once were taughc mercy 
and life cothe belecuers ;and co the rebellious, deftruction. 


Mee thinkes I {ce thole monftrous fonnes of Leawech comrming ro 
Nosh, andasking him, what he meanes by that ftrange work; whethet he 
mean to faile vponthe dry land. To whom when hereports Gods pur- 
pofe, and his, they goeaway laughing at his idicneffe, and tell one ano. | 
‘| ther, in fport, chat too much holineffe hath made him mad: yetcannot 

they all out Noah our of his faith, he preaches, and builds, and fini- 
thes. Doubtleffe more hands went to this worke than his: many a one 
wrought vponthe Arke, which yer was not faued in the Arke. Our 
outward workes cannor faue vs, without our faith; wee may helpeto 
faue others,and perifh our flues: whata wonder of mercy is this chat 
I heere fee? One poore family called out of a worlde, and as ic were 
eight graines of corne fanned froma whole barne full of chaffe: one| 
hypocrite was faued with the reft; for Noahs fake; not one righteous man 
was {wept away for company; For chefe few wasthe earth preferued 
till vnder the waters; and allkindes of creatures vpon the waters; which 
elfe had beeneall deftroyed. Stillthe world ftands, for their fakes, for 
whom is was preferueds Elfe fire thould cenfame chat, which could

Now when God had ‘fetchtagaine’affche life which he had giuento 
his vaworthy creatures, and reduced the world vito his firft form wher- 
in waters were oner che face of the earth, it was time for a renovation of 
all things to fucceede this deftru&tion.: To haue continued this deluge 
long, had been to punifh Noah, chatwas righteous. After forty dayes 
therefore,the heauens cleer vp, after 150. the waters fink down: How 
fooneis God weary of punifhing, which is never weary of bicfsing;

Andasthiey leaue not finning , fo God Jeaves not plaguing them, but 
till followes them with fuccesfion of iudgements, In how few yeers 
hath Sodome forgot thee was {poyled, and led captive ? If that wicked 
citie had beene warned by chefword, ithad efcaped the fre; buc now 
this vifiration had not made ten good men, in thofe fiue citties : How 
fic was this beape for the fire, which wasall chaffe? Oncly Lot vexed his 
righteous foule with the fight of cheir vncleannefic ; He vexed his owne 
loule, for who bad hint ftay there ? yet becaule hee was vexed, hee is 
deliucred.

Who can bee afhamed of that which did not mif-befeeme the very 
Angels of God ? Where fhould the Angels lodge bue with Zo?? the 
houfes of holy menare full of chefe heauenly {pirits, when they knowe 
not ; they pitch their tents in ours, and vific vs when wee fee not; and 
when wee feelenor, prore& vs 5 Ic isthe honour of Gods Saints to bee 
atcended by Angels: The filthy Sodomites now flocke cogether, ftitred 
vp wich che fury of Enuic; and luft,and dare require to do that in troups, 
which to a& fingle, had beene too abhominable ; to imagine, vnnatv- 
rall.

‘The providence of fo fiithfullan officer hath bothigiuen 
the Egyptians their lives; andthe money, cattel ; lands, bodies of the 
Epyptiansto Pharaoh, Both haue reafon to bé well pleated. Fhe fub- | 
icé&ts owe to him their liues ; the King his lubie&s, atv his dominions: 
The bounty of God made Jofeph able to give mote then hee recéiued. 
| Tcis like, the feuen yeeres of plenty were not confined to Egypt j othér

Neither doth his profesfion lead him to the hope of-a miraculous 
preferuation. It isa vainetempting of God to caft our {elues vpon an

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immediate prouifion, with neglect of common meanes : His tenne 
fonnes muft now leaue their flockes, and-goe downe into Egypr, robe 
their fathers purueyours, Andnow they goro buy ofhim whom they 
had folde;and bow thekneesto him for his relief, which had bowed to 
them before for his owne life. His age, his habit, the place, the lan- 
guage kepr Jofeph from cheir knowledge 3 neither had they called off 
their mindes from their folds, toenquire of matters of forren ftare, 
orto hear that an Ebrew wasaduanced to the higheft honour of Egypx.

Hee chat was hated of hisbrethren for beeing his fathers fpye snow 
| accufeshis brethren for common {pyes of the weakneffes of Egypt; 

he could not without their fufpicion haue cometoa perfect intelligence 
of his fatherseftare,and theirs, if he had notobieéted to them thatwhich 
was not. Wee are,alwaies bound to goe the neereft way ro truth. 
Ic is mote fafe in cafes of inquifition to fetch farre about ; chat hee 
might feéme enough an Egyptian, he{wearesheathenifhly : how lit- 
{ tle could they fufpea, thisoath could proceede from thefonne of him, 

which {wore by the feare of his father J/aac?-How oft haue finifter re- 
fpeéts drawne weake goodnes to difguile ic felfe,cuen with fines? 


Ic wasno {mall ioy to_2ofeph, to feethis lare accomplifhment of his 
ancient dreame ; co fee.thefe fuppliants (I know noc whether more 
brethren , or enemies) groueling before him in an vnknowen fubmil- 
fion :. And now it doth him good ro f{ceme mercileffe to them 
whom hee had found wilfully cruell; to hide hisfouc from them which 
had fhewed their hate to himsand cothinke how much hee fauoured 
them, and how little they knewic : And as{porting himfelfe in their 
feeming mifery , he pleafantly imitates all thofe a@ions reciprocally vn- 
tothem, which they in defpight and carneft, had done formerly to

Nothing 
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Nothing doth fo powerfully call homethe con{cience,as affliction, 
neither ncede there any otherartof memory for finne, befides mifery. 
T hey had heard Jofephs deprecation of their euill with reares, and had 
not pitied Rim ; yet Jofeph doth but heare their mention of this cuill 
which they had done againft him, and pities them with teares ; hee 
-weepes for ioy to {ce their repentance, and tocompare his fafety and 
happineffe with che cruelry which they intended, and did, and thought 
they had done. : 


Yet hee can abide to fee his brother his prifoner ; whom no bonds 
could bind fo ftrong, as his affection bound him co hiscaptiue ; Siame- 
onis leftin pawnce, in fetcers; che reft returne, with theircorne, with 
their money, paying nothing for their prouifion ; but cheir labour; 
that they might beas much troubled with the beneficéce of that ftrange 
Egyptian Lord, as before with his imperious fufpicion, Their wealth 
wasnow more irkefome co them, then their need: and thcy feare God 
meanes to punifh thera more in this fuperfluiry of money,then in the 
wanc of victuals (hat is this that God hath done tous? ) Ic isa wile courfe 
to bee icalous of our gaine ; and more tofeare, then defire abundance. 


Old Jacob, that was not vied co fimple and abfolure contentments,re- 
ceiues the blesfing of {cafonable prouifion, together with the atfiGion 
of chat heauie meflage; thelofic of one fonne, and the danger of ano- 
ther ; and knowes not whether itbe better for him co die with hun-

Atlength (asno plea is fo importunate as that of famine ) Besiamin 
muftgo; one cuill muft be hazarded forthe redreffe of another : what 
would itauaile himto fee whom hc loucd, miferable ? how iniurious 
were chat affli€tion tokeep his fonne fo long in his eye tilt chey fhould 
(ee each other die for hunger! , 


The ten brothers rerurne into Egypt loaded with double money in 
their fackes, and a prefenc in their hands; the danger of miftaking is re- | ° 
quited, by honeft mindes.with more then refticution. It isnorenough 
to find our owne hearts clear in {ufpicious ations, except we fatisfic o- 
thers: Now hath Jofeph what he would, che fight and prefence of his 
Beniamin, whom he therefore borrowes of his Father fora time, that 
hee mighe recurne him with a greater intereft of ioy : And now hee 
fcalts them whom hee formerly threatned, andcurnes their feareinto

The exchange 
of chenameof a mother for the name of a nurfe hath gained her both 
her foane, and his education, and with both a recompence. Religion 
doth not call vs 10 aweake fimplicity, but allowes vs as much of the 
Serpent,as of the Doue: Lawfull policies haue from God both liber- 
ty in chevfe,and blefsingin the fuccefle. 


T he good Lady did not breed him as fome child of almes, or as fome 
wretched outcaft for whom it might be favour enough to live, but as her: 
owne fonne ; in all che delicacies, in all the learning of Egypt. Whartfo- 
euer the Court, or the Schoole could put iato him, he wanted not; yet 
-|all chiscould not make him forget that he was an Hebrew. Education 
workes wondrous changes, and is of great force cither way : a little 
aduancement hath fo puffed vp fomeaboue themfelues, that they haue 
notonely fargot their friends, but {corned their parents. Allthe ho- 
nours of Egypt could not winne Aofes noc to callhis nurfe mother, 
or weane him from a willing mifery wich che Ifraclites.

The redrefle of euill by a per- 
fon vuwarranted, is euill. Maes knew that God had called him ; hee 
knew thac Pharaoh knew it not: therefore he hides the Egyprianin the 
fand.

Thofe toathfome creatures leaue their owneelcment co punifh them, F 
which rebcllioufly detained Ifraell from their owne. Nobed, nora- |: 


blecan be free from them, their daintie Ladies cannot keep them = of 
° ee ook os e eir 
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their bofomes ; neyther can the Egyptians fooner opentheiir mouthes, | 
chan they are ready to creepeintotheir throats ; as if they would tell 
them that they cameon purpofe co reuengethe wrongs of their Ma- 
ker: yeteuen this wonderalfo is Saran allowed to imitate. Whocan 
marucll co fee the beft vertues counterfeited by wicked men, when he 
fees the diuell emulating the miraculous power of God? The feates that 
Satan playes may harden, but cannot benefit. Hee that hath leaue to 
bring frogs, hath neither leaue, nor power, to take chemaway, nor to 
take away the ftench from them. Tobringthem, was but to adde to} 
che iudgement 5 to remooue them, wasan a& of mercy. God doth 
<ommonly vfe Satan in executing of iudgement, neuer in the workes 
ot mercy to Men. | | 









Yet euen by thus much is Pharzeh hardned, and the forcerers 
growen infolent. When the diuell and his agents are in the height 
of cheir pride, GO D thamesthem in a trifle. The rod islift vp: the 
very duft receiueslife : lice abound euery where, and make no diffe- 
rence betwixt beggers and Princes. Though Pharaohand his Cour- 
tiers abhorred to {te themfelues louzie, yet they hoped this miracle 
would bee more eafily imitable : buc now the greater posfibilitie, 
the greater foile. How are the great wonder-mongers of Egypt a- 
bafhed that they can neyther make lice of their owne, nor deliuer 
themfelues from the lice chat are made ! T hofe that. could make fer- 
penesand frogs, could not either make or killlice ; to fhew them that 
thofe frogs and ferpents were not their owne workmanthip. Now 
Pharaoh maft needs fee how impotenc a diuell hee ferued, that could 
not make that vermine which eucrie day rifes voluntarily out of cor- 
ruption. Janes and Jambres cannot now make thofe lice (fo much as 
by delufion) which at another time they cannot chufe but produce 
vnknowing, and which now they cannotauoide. That {pirit which]. 
‘| is powerfull to execute the greateft things when hee is bidden, is 

vnable to doe the leaft when hee is reftrained. Now thefe corriuals of} 
Mofes can fay , This is the finger of God, Yee foolith Inchanters, was 
*5ods finger in the lice, not in the frogs, not in the blood , notin the 
ferpent ? And why wasit rather in the Ieffe, thanin the greater ? Be- 
caufe yee didimitate the other, not thele. As if the fame finger of 
God had not beene before in yourimication, which was now in your 
reftraint : As if yee could haue failedin thefe, if yee had not beene 
only permitted theother. Whiles wicked mindes haue their full {cope, 
hey never look vpaboue themfeluess bue when once God crofls them 
in.their proceedings, their want of fucceffe teaches them to giue God 
hisowne. Allchefe plagues perhaps had more horror shan paine ia 
‘hem. The frogs creepe vpon their clothes, che lice vpon their skins: 
but thole ftinging hornets which fucceede them, fhall wound asd/| 
on a ——s : | kill 
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Cis. lV. The plagues of-Egypt. 
kill. The water. was arinoicd with the firft plague, the earch with 
che fecond and third ; this fourth fils che aire, and belides:corrup- 
tien: brings {marc. And thac chey may fcethis winged armie cémes 
oucfrom anangry God, (noreither from nature, or chance) cugn the 
very flics thall makea difference becwixt Egypr, anid Gofhen. He that 
gaue them their beeing, fers them cheir ftint. Theycan no more fting | 
an I{raelite, ‘than fauour an Egyptian. The very wings of flies are di- 
reted by a providence, aad doe ackhowledge their limits. Now Pba- 
yaoh findes how imposfible ic isfor him to ftand out with God, fince 
allhis power cannot refcuc him from lice and flies. ee 


And now hishcart beginnes to thaw a little : Gue, doc facrifice to 
your God in this larid 5 or (fince that will noc bec acceptéc) Goe into 
the wilderneffe, but nor farre : but how foone it knitsagaine ! Good, 
thoughts make butathorowfare of cattiall hearts, they can neucr fertle 
there: yea his very mifgiuing hardens him che more : that now ney- 
thet che murrenof his cartel, nor the botches of his feruancs can ftirre 
hima whit. Heefaw his caccel ftrucke dead witha fuddcn contagion ; 
hee faw his forccrers (after their conteftation with Gods meflengers ) 
ftrucke with a {cabbe in their-very faces, and yet his heart is noc ftracke. 
Who would thinke it posfible that any foule could bec {ecurein the 
midft of fuch varietie, & frequence of iudgements ? Thefe very plagues

dulitie? Amidft all chefe Rormes Pherash fleepeth,till the voice of Gods 
mightie thunders, and haile mixéd with fire rouzed him vpalittle.

Ifchefc Hivices had not put on new faces, with cheir old clothes,they 
had (urely changed countenance, when chey heard this argument of the 
Iiraelites, ( it may bee thaw dwelle/t amengft vs 5 how then can I make a 
league with thee? ) They had perhaps hoped, their tubmifsion would not 
haue bin.efufed, wherefoeuer they had dwelt: but, left their neighbour- 
hood mighz bea preiudice, they. come dilguifed ; and now heare, that | 
their acarne fle of abode was an vnremoucable bar ot peace. It was quar- | 
rellenough, thar they were Canaanites ; God had forbidden both the 
league, and she life of che native inhabitants. Hetharcals himlelfe the 
God of peace, proclaimes him/elfe che God of hoftes: and norto fight 
wherc he hath commanded,is to breake the peace with God, whiles we 
nourifh it wich men. Contention with brethren, is not more hacetull 
cohim, chen leagues swith Idolacers, Thecondition that he hath fet to 
our peace, is our pofsibilicy and power. That fals not within the pol- 
fibiliry of our power, whichwe cannot doe lawfully. 


What a frgooth cale did. chefe Gibeonites tell for them{elues 7 of | 
cheremocenciic of their Country s the motiuesof their iourney ; the 
confulration of their Elders; the ageing of their prouifions in the way: 
thacit might feem not only fafe, but deterued on their parts, that they 
thould bee ad mitced co.a peace, 0 farre fought, and purchaied ‘with fo 
much coyle, andimportusity. Their clothes, and their rconguesagreed 
rogether; and both difagree from che truth: Deceit is eucr lightly wrap- 
ped vp in plaufibility of words ; asfaire facesofrtimes hide much vn- 
chaftitie. Bucchis guile fpedde the bercer, becauleit wascladde with 
much plainnefle : For who would haue (ufpe&ed, that clouted thooes, 
and ragged coates could haue couered fo much fubrilty ? The cafe 
leemed fo ¢cleare, that the Ifraelites choughrit ocediefleco confult with 
the mouth of the Lord. Their owne eyes and earcs were called onely 
tc countedl 3 and now cheir credulity hath drawne chem into inconuent- 

ence. _ 








' Thereis go way to conuince thefe Gibconitifh pretences of antiqui-

Jofbuas heart wascleare from any intention of a league with a Canaa- 
nite, when he gaue hisoath to theledifguifed ftrangers: yethe durft nei- 
ther repeale ithimfelfe, neither do I hear him fue to Eleazar the high 
Pricft,co difpentfe with its but takes himfelfetied to the very ftri& words 
of his oath ; not ro his owne purpofes, His congue had bound his heart 
and hands: {oas neycher might ftirre ; left while he was curious of ful- 
filling the will of God, hee thouldwiolate the oath of God.
